The enemy’s loss was apparently 
small, the jungle affording them such 
protection that the Americans were un- 
able to see them, and in firing were 
guided only by the sound of the Filipino 
shots. The American artillery was. 
handicapped for the same reason.

MILLIONS FOR THE STATE. 


Appropriations of the Present Illinois 
Legislature Will Aggregate 
$12,000,000. 


Springfield, Ill., March 31.—The appropri- | 


ations of the Forty-first genera] assembly 
will, in round numbers, be $12,000,000; about 
$1,000,000 in excess of what they were two 
years ago. Of the amount of increase 
about one-half goes to the new hospital for 
the insane at Peoria. The expenses attend- 
ing the mobilizing of the Illinois troops for 
service in the Spanish-American war and 
loss of equipment, which the present as- 
Sembly is to supply, account for the re- 
mainder of the increass. The steering com- 
mittee of the house has again dodged the 
question of final adjournment. After map- 


ping out a plan of procedure for the day by | 


agreeing to go to the order of bills on third 
reading as soon as the special orders were 
disposed of the committee adjourned. 

The house passed the Funk bill providing 
that not less than one-half of the reve- 
nues from the land grant act of 1862 may be 
applied by trustees of the University of 
INinois to instruct in agriculture. The 
Lyon bill giving cities organized. under 
special charters the right to levy school 
taxes in annexed territory was passed. 
Schlagenhauf’s bill providing for polling 
places in state institutions provoked a 
warm debate, democrats securing the adop- 
tion of an amendment limiting its applica- 
tion to soldiers’ and sailors’ homes. The 
bill was ordered to third reading. The om- 
nibus appropriation bill for expenses of the 
state administration was taken up. The 
democrats attacked the provision for $4,000 
for a special attorney for the insurance de- 
partment, claiming it was unnecessary and 
Was in the interest of Senator Berry. When 
the roll call began on the passage of the 
bill it was evident it would fail. A motion

Two Reports Regarding the Steamer 
Lee Disaster. 


DIFFERENCE AS TO THE LOSS OF LIFE, 


One Says the Death List Is Limited 
to Two, with One Man Missing— 
The Other Declares That Five 
Persons Perished. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 31.—Definite 
information was received at the general 
office of the Lee line Thursday regard- 
ing the nature of the steamboat disas- 
ter at Tyler, Mo., Wednesday afternoon. 
Tt reached that office in the shape of a 
telephone message from their traveling 
agent, H. C. Lewis, who was on the 
Rowena Lee at the time she went down. 
Two lives are known to have been lost, 
and one man is missing. The dead are 
Mrs. Chambers, of Caruthersville, Mo., 
and an unknown negro woman. The 
missing man is George Keuchler, mail 
clerk. General Manager Robert E. Lee, 
of the Lee line, furnished the informa- 
tion regarding the casualties as soon as 
it reached his office. The message said 
that the boat left Tyler at four o’clock, 
and in backing out from the landing to 
reach the middle of the channel, struck 
some hidden obstruction, the nature of 
which was not known, and she began to 
sink immediately. As soon as this fact 
became known the pilot changed the 
course of the boat, and started back to 
the landing, but before it was reached 
she had settled down in 35 feet of water. 
All the passengers and crew were saved 
excepting those whose names have been 
given. Mrs. Chambers took passage at 
Carutherville for Memphis, and was

: Advance of the Americans Is Met with 


PUM 101 LWO Vays. 


Determined Resistance, Every 
Inch Being Contested. 


Bravery of Gur Boys Under Fire— 
Four Soldiers of the First Ne- 
braska Are Killed. 


Manila, March 31, Noon.—Maj. Gen. 


MacArthur entered Malolos, the seat of 


the so-called insurgent government, at 
half-past nine this morning, the rebels 
burning the city and simultaneously 
evacuating it. They are now in full re- 
treat toward the north, where Aguin- 
aldo and the cabinet have been for two 
days. 
MacArthur's Advance. 

Manila, March 31, 10:53 a, m.—Maj. 
Gen. MacArthur advanced to attack 
Malolos, the seat of the insurgent gov- 
ernment at seven o’clock this morning. 

He was met with strong opposition, 
the rebels resisting desperately, but 
losing heavily. Gen. Hall’s brigade is 
advancing north from the waterworks 
and driving the left wing of the enemy 
across. 

Four Nebraskans Killed. 

The United States troops rested last 
night in the jungle about a mile and a 
quarter from Malolos. The day’s ad- 
vance began at two o’clock and cov- 
ered a distance of about two and a half 
miles beyond the Guiguin to river, 
along the railroad. The brunt of the 
battle was on the right of the track, 
where the enemy was apparently con- 
centrated. The First Nebraska, First 
South Dakota and Tenth Pennsylvania 
regiments encountered them in- 


| trenched op the border of the woods, 


and the Americans, advancing across 
the open, suffered a terrific fire for half 
an hour. Four men of the Nebraska 
were killed and 30 were wounded. Ten 
men of the Dakota regiment. were 
wounded and one of the Pennsylvanians 
was killed. 7 

The Americans finally drove the Fili- 
pinos back. Although there were.three 
lines of strong intrenchments along the 


track, the enemy made scarcely any de- | 


fense there. Gen. MacArthur and his 
staff were walking on the track abreast 
of the line, with everything quiet, when 
suddenly they received a shower of bul- 
lets from sharpshooters in trees and on 
housetops, but these were speedily dis- 
lodged. g 

The enemy’s loss was apparently 
small, the jungle affording them such 
protection that the Americans were un- 
able to see them, and in firing were 
guided only by the sound of the Filipino 


shots. The American artillery was. 


handicapped for the same reason.

Miss Rosamond Rodkinson, one of the 
most learned and beautiful Jewesses: in 
the world, was in the city yesterday, 
and thoroughly coincides with Dr.

Rushing into the Cook house in com- 
pany with Chief of Police Sweet, she 
said indignantly: “I have traveled all 
over the world. 
York and Chicago and have seen the 
dreadful slums in. those places, but this 


| is the first time such a thing as this has 


happened to me.” 


She tapped her dainty foot on the tile 


floor in imitation of a snare drum, and 
every traveling man in the _  cffice 
dropped the paper he was reading and 
wondered what was up. 


She was shown to a room by a bell | 


boy and then told her story. She had 
arrived on an afternoon train and be- 
ing hungry inquired if she could get 
dinner. She was informed that it was 
past the dinner hour and that the only 
thing for her to do wasi to go to a res- 
taurant. She did so and an entire 
stranger walked up to her and made an 
indecent proposal. At first she could 
not comprehend the man, but when his 
suggestion dawned upon her she went 
into the third degree of hysterics, lost 
her appetite and called for the police. 

“I have been all over the world and 
it is certainly strange that I should 
come to Ann Arbor—the seat of the 
great University of Milchigaa—and have 
such a thing happen.” 

She undignantly went to City Attor- 
ney Butterfield’s office to take advice 
about swearing out a warrant and final- 
ly decided not to do so 

She was so much prostrated by the 
incident that she did not leave the city | 
to continue her journey until this morn- 
ing. Just before departing she left 
orders to have all the papers sent to 
her. “I want to see what they will say 
about it,” she said. : 

Miss Rodkinson is on a tour pre- 
senting to studious Jews, her father’s 
translation of the Babylonian Talmond. 
Dr. Rodkinson’s fame as a student of 
all that is legendary, tradi'tional, religi- 
ous and historical of the Hebrew race 
is perhaps much more firmly estaib- 
lished abroad than in this country. A 
Russian by birth, he has devoted his 
entire life to a study of the Talmud, and 
after 40 years of incessant labor he has 
edited the work in its entirety and 
is now engaged in completing its trans- 
lation into English. It is the first time 
that it has been compiled with logical 
sequence, and was not accomplished 
except by the most arduous labor. 

Miss Rodkinson is an Australian by 
birth. She is typical of the Austrian 
Jewess. There iis perhaps no class of 
men and women whose ideals and train- 
ing develop so insatiable a thlirst for 
knowledge as the Austrian and Hun- 


-garian Jew. Miss Rodkinson is only 23 


years old, and fluently speaks English, 
German, French, Italian, Russian, Snan- 
ish and Hebrew. She has devoted & 
great deal of study to Jewish history, 
religion, traditions, anid conditions. Her 
education ‘was secured in European 
schools, and was not confined to any 
distinct branch. As a pianist she has 
received notice in the east, and critics 
have commended hier rich contralto 
voice. Recently she has been engaged 
in correcting the English manuscript 
and proves of her father’s life work, and 
there is possibly no woman in the world 
so familiar with the Talmud än its en- 
tirety. 

In the matter of appearance Miss Rod- 
kinson is typical of the Austrian wom- 
an. Dark eyes, dark skin, with a rich 
coloring, brown curling hair, full feat- 
ures, which are made the more attrac- 
tive when she smiles or talks, she is 
altogether fascinating. She speaks with 
a perfect diction and a grammatical 
taste that is not in the least susceptible 
to correction.

move the Thirty-first Michigan to the 
United States as soon as transporta‘ion 
can be provided.”

Miss Rodkinson is on a tour pre- 
senting to studious Jews, her father's 
translation of the Babylonian Talmond. 
Dr. Rodkinson’s fame as a student of 
all that is legendary, tradi'tional, religi- 
ous and historical of the Hebrew race 
is perhaps much more firmly estab- 
lished abroad than in this country. A 
Russian by birth, he has devoted his 
entire life to a study of the Talmud, and 
after 40 years of incessant labor he has 
edited the work in its entirety and 
is now engaged in completing its trans- 
lation into English. It is the first time 
that it has been compiled with logical 
sequence, and was not accomplished 
except by the most arduous labor. 

Miss Rodkinson is an Australian by 
birth. She is typical of the Austrian 
Jewess. There is perhaps no class of 
men and women whose ideals and train- 
ing develop so insatiable a thlirst for 
knowledge as the Austrian and Hun- 


garian Jew. Miss Riodkinson is only 23 


years old, and fluently speaks English, 
German, French, Italian, Russian, Soan- 
ish and Hebrew. She has devoted a 
great deal of study to Jewish history, 
religion, traditions, anid conditions. Her 
education was secured in European 
schools, and was not confined to any 
distinct branch. As a pianist she has 
received notice in the east, and critics 
have commended her rich contralto 
voice. Recently she has been engaged 
in correcting the English manuscript 
and proves of her father’s life work, and 
there is possibly no woman in the world 
so familiar with the Talmud fn its en- 
tirety. 

In the matter of appearance Miss Rod- 
kinson is typical of the Austrian wom- 
an. Dark eyes, dark skin, with a rich 
coloring, brown curling hair, full feat- 
ures, which are made the more attrac- 
tive when she smiles or talks, she is 
altogether ‘fascinating. She speaks with 
perfect diction and a grammatical 
taste that is not in the least susceptible 
to correction.
